This Act, overturning the an- 
cient doctrine that “the King can 
do no wrong,” allows a citizen to 
hold the government liable in case 
he gets hurt on federal premises. 
For example, claims have been 
filed by: 

a men who stumbled on uneven 
flooring in a Senate corridor; 

* a woman who skidded down the 
steps of the National Gallery of 
Art; 

a woman who fell on ice behind 
the White House during a Christ- 
mas pageant; and, 

a woman who slipped in the 
lobby of the Smithsonian Institute. 


True, payment under the Act is 


not automatic. The victim must be 
able to establish some meusure of 
fault on the part of the govern- 
ment. 

Thus, a woman tourist who 
stepped into a hole beside the 
Washington Monument won her 
claim because she proved govern- 
mental negligence. It seems that 
some faulty plumbing, installed by 
a government crew, had under- 
mined and caused it 
to sink. 

But a man who stepped into a 
hole near the Jefferson Memorial 
(at Cherry Blossom time) was 
denied damages because he had 
ventured into an area where the 
public was not

Jehovah’s Witnesses in the 
country of Malawi, Africa, are 
being persecuted for their re- 
fusal to purchase a card idens-, 
tifying them with the Malawi 
Congress Party, according to 
WITNESS reports. 

Mr. Dock Padgett, local 
ministerial servant of the New 
Brockton Congregation, and 
Mr. Richard Brantley of Do- 
than, Circuit Overseer of 23 
congregations in Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Florida, wish to in- 

form the public of these per- 
secutions. 

There are approximately 
30,000 native adults and child- 
ren in Malawi who are mem- 
bers of the JEHOVAH WIT- 
NESSES, These citizens have 
been beaten, raped, robbed, 
driven from their homes, and 
publicly abused by MalawiCon- 
gress Party members, accord- 
ing to reports received from 
eyewitnesses, 


The JEHOVAH WITNESSES 


refuse to become members of 
the governmental party in 
Malawi or any other political 
party, but insist on a politi- 
cally neutral stand, How- 
ever they are recognized as 
model citizens in other ways, 
according to official sources. 

In September 1972 the 
Malawi Congress Party adop- 
ted a series of resolutions 
aimed at the WITNESSES, re- 
Solving that those employed ih 
commerce, industry and by the 
government be dismissed, that 
those in business or farming 
have such . activities dis- 
couraged, and that all mem- 
bers living in villages should 
be chased away, The Young 
Pioneers, a political youth 
group, are being used to en- 
force this decree, 

On January 2, 1976, two 
Witnesses, Aizeki Zoyaya anu 
Harry Kampango from Zomba 
district were murdered, Male 
and female Witnesses are re- 
ported as being badly beaten 
by the Party youths, Parents 
have been forcibly separated 
from young children, even in- 
fants, and placed in deten- 
tion. Pregnant women have 
been raped and consequently 
lost their babies, said Brant-

Robinson, Speech Therapist; 
and “Mikg_;Maddox, Physical 
Therapist, There are four 
teacher aides: Martha Lowe, 
Kay Morrow, James Warren 
and LaRue Broxton, 

Those attending the school 
are between the ages of 1 and 
21, and Rene explained that the 
Vivian B, Adams in Ozark, in 
effect, ‘takes up where we 
leave off,’ 

Many of the children must 
be taught to feed themselves, 
use the bathroom, and other 
personal needs, Soiled cloth- 


‘ing is the order of the day, 


and must be constantly chan- 
ged, ‘We alltake turns chang- 
ing diapers,’”’ saidRene, ‘‘Just 
whoever is available does 
whatever is necessary.”

BAGWORMS 


Each year a lot of people 
call me about ways to kill 
bagworms. They always call 
when it’s too late and the 
damage has been done. Star- 
ting now you can keep 
bagworms under control. 
Bagworms feed on arbor- 
vitae, Cedar, juniper and 
‘white pine. They also feed’ 
on willow, elm, sycamore, 
apple, maple, oak, pecan, dog- 
wood and other trees.; 

About 300 eggs overwinter 
in each female bag found on 
plants. These eggs will hatch 
about April 15 and develop 
into anarmy of hungry worms- 
unless you pick off each bag 
and burn it. If you pick 
bags and don’t burnthem, eggs 
will hatch wherever you have 
thrown them and the larvae 
will eat whatever is near. 
Bagworms eat lawn grasses, 
cotton, and other less desir- 
able foods when they are dep- 
rived of shrubs or trees, their 
first choice. The reason 
chemical will not control is 
because the chemical cannot 
penetrate the cocoon.
